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Varner Terms Symbolism Inherent In NU Office Move'Import ant

University of Nebraska President D. B. 


Varner Monday termed "very important" the 
symbolism inherent in the move of his offices 
off the Lincoln campuses of the university. 


Interviewed in his 
office 
in the 
new 


University of Nebraska System Building, Varner 
said, "Moving here is a fulfilment of the com- 
mitment the regents made at the time of the 
merger." 


His reference was to the merger of the 


former Municipal University of Omaha into 
the University of Nebraska and the formation 
of an NU System with three separate component 
campuses and a system administrative struc- 
ture. 


The system offices, Varner said, should 


"not be identified with any one campus." 


"The system office's physical identification 


with the Lincoln campus was not consistent 
with the regents commitment in forming the 
merger," he said. 


With Monday's move of Varner's offices to 


the new building, the move of the system 
administrative staff was completed. 


NU vice presidents had moved to the new 


quarters last week. 


Varner said he had asked about the location 


of the system office when he was first in- 
terviewed by the Board of Regents for the 
Nebraska job and was told the board intended 
to move the offices off the Lincoln campus. 


In July 1971, a management consulting firm 


recommended 
the move "be made as soon 


as practical" and the construction 
of the 


building was begun later that year. 


Varner said the move not only provides 


a separate identity for his office, but also 
"gets this operation out of the way of the 
Lincoln campus operation." 


Its former location in the administration 


building on the Lincoln campus was "a confus- 
ing 
item 
for 
many 
students, 
particularly 


freshmen, and for some faculty members," 
he said, because some were unsure which ad- 
ministration served the Lincoln campuses. 


Varner noted that although the move makes 


his office less accessible to the Lincoln City 
Campus, it also makes it more accessible to 
the Lincoln East Campus and "at least as 


accessible" for the Omaha campuses of the 
university. 


Although not located on the Lincoln East 


Campus 
itself, 
the 
new building sits on 


university land at 38th and Holdrege, facing the 
East Campus from across Holdrege 


"Primar.ly," said Varner, "the move put?, 


us on neutral ground " 


Another advantage of the move, he said, 


is that it will provide "much needed space" 
for the Lincoln campuses administration, which 
will occupy the offices Varner and his staff 
had used in the Lincoln City Campus ad- 
ministration building. 


Varner himself, and some other system 


officers, will actually work in smaller offices 
than the ones they vacated. The president has 


traded a roomy office on the Lincoln campus 
for 
a somewhat smaller one in the new 


building. 


The Board of Regents will have a larger 


meeting roon in the new building. 


The board has been holding its Lincoln 


meetings in the Lincoln City Campus student 
union, because the board room in the ad- 
ministration building could not accommodate 
large audiences. 


Varner said the board, which has been 


rotating meetings among the campuses, will 
probably hold most of its meetings in the new 
building. 


The first of those meetings is scheduled 


for Saturday, beginning at 2 p.m.

Laird Says Defense Spending Won't Be Cut

spending in the coming fiscal

up $3.9 billion alone.

the rest of the 1974 jump.

The battle now being fought 
for chairmanship of 
the 


Democratic Party demonst<\it(\s that the health of the nation's 
two-party system has not been impaired with the landslide 
re-election victory of President Nixon. Very obviously, party 
insiders figure there is something worth having in the organiza- 
tion. 


The reason for this is obvious — the failure of Nixon 


to have a significant effect upon House. Senate and gubernatorial 
races this year. Thus, outside of the White House the Democrats 
still haAe a lot going for them and still represent the majority 
party. 


Additionally, the Democrats are looking ahead to 1976 when 


another presidential election will roll around. The Republicans 
will have no incumbent president to nominate at that time 
and that means both parties will go to the people on even 
terms in this very important element of things on the national 
scene. 


* 
Both parties in 1976 will nominate new face for the presidency 


and the election will hinge on the abilities and qualifications 
of each nominee. Past records will not count so heavily except 
as they pertain to the individual candidates. 


Even if the GOP were to nominate Vice President Spiro 


T. Agnew he would have to sell himself to the people as 
well as pointing to the success of the past Nixon administration. 


Agnew would not be able to run solely on the basis of 


the Nixon administration just bec«u;c ho was an integral part 
of it. A vice president simply is not a dominant enough figure 
in the administration to claim it as a legacy. A successful 
four years for Nixon would help anyone the GOP nominates 
but it would not be the plus that is enjoyed by an incumbent. 


It was obvious after the Nixon victory that the Democrats 


were not unduly alarmed by the outcome of the presidential 
balloting. Despite the landslide nature of Nixon's victory there 
was no hint whatsoever of the Democrats being in any kind 
of struggle for survival. 


* 
Generally, following such a victory, there is widespread 


speculation on the future viability of the losing party but 
there was none of this last November. There was none of 
it simply because the ingredients of that election did not include 
matters of necessarily permanent relationship with me Demoratic 
Party. 


McGovern represented only one part of the Democratic 


Party and it was obvious to anyone that the party as a 


_ whole bad far more strength than the South Dakota senator 
* mustered. Of course, the party could still go the McGovern 


route again in 1976 and if it did it would probably face something 
of the same kind of final outcome. 


McGovern is a most unlikely nominee for 1976 but others 


of his same philosophical 
bent are alive and active. That 


is what the struggle for the chairmanship now is all about. 


The new Democratic chairman, expected to be picked this 


coming Friday, will come from the right, the left or the 
center of the party. It would take some kind of miracle to 
find a candidate with whom all factions of the party would agree. 


* 
The key to the off-year elections in 1974 and the big battle 


in 1976 will be the ability of the new chairman to bring 
the various factions of the party into some kind of reasonable 
state of harmony. If that can be achieved, the party will 
have a good shot at the presidency in 1976. 


And that possibility points to a lot of political activity 


in the intervening period of time. It will show up when 
Congress convenes again after the holidays and tries to hammer 
out a legislative program. 


It will be a Republican 
administration pitted against a 


Democratic Congress and the partisan sparks will fly. Nixon 
will attempt to ride high above partisanship but he will not 
find it an easy thing to do. 


Democrats have no easy job ahead in healing all the wounds, 


of the McGovern candidacy but they can envision "the pot 
of gold at the end of a rainbow and the route for finding 
it will likely be laid out with selection of a new chairman.

Supporting The U.N. 


Those countries in the United Nations who 


object to a reduction in the American contribu- 
tion to the U.N. budget use two arguments. 
One is that nations should pay what they 
can afford and since the U.S. is the richest 
nation in the world it should pay by far 
the biggest share. If the U.S. percentage is 
reduced, the poorer states should not have 
to pick up the slack, say such 
opponents 


of the U.S. position as the Soviet Union. 


The argument is also used that since 


the U.N. is located in New York City, the 
American economy benefits from the infusion 
of money by U.N. delegates and employes 
ana their families. Thus benefitting. the U.S. 
should not mind having to pay a lion's share 
of the annual budget, it is argued. There 
is something to both points, but . . . 


Last week the United States won the first 


round of its fight for lower assessment when 
the U. N. General Assembly's budgetary com- 
mittee voted 67-30, with 32 abstentions, to , 
permit a reduction in. the U.S. assessment 
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for the regular budget from 31.5% to 25% 
starting in 1974. On this year's U.N. budget 
of $203 million, the reduction would have 
trimmed about $13 million from the U.S. share 
of $64 million. The margin of the vote almost 
assured a two-thirds vote in favor of the 
question when it is presented to the full 
General Assembly. The action last week was 
seen as a severe setback for the Soviet Union, 
which has pushed for an assessment formula 
that would have raised the level of contribu- 
tion of the United States. 


U.S. 
Ambassador George Bush said af- 


terward thai "we are gratified by the com- 
mittee's vote. The real winner is the United 
Nations." 


That's a 
point 
that 
can't 
really be 


disputed. It will be healthier for the United 
Nations in the long run if the member states 
pay their fair share, not a 
disproportionate 


share. The world organization should not be 
financially dependent upon any one member. 


WASHINGTON — "I had the 


illusion." Henry Kissinger said 
privately 
before 
leaving for 


Paris, "that maybe we could 
get t h r o u g h these peace 
n e g o t i a t o n s 
w i t h o u t 


heartbreak, but that was pro^ 
bably expecting too much. The 
war has been heart-breaking 
from the beginning." 


The 
President's 
c h i e f 


negotiator seems a little tired 
now — and no wonder. The 
smile 
is 
still 
there, 
b u t 


somewhat rueful. Yet he re- 
mains confident that he will get

Shultz First Among Iquals 


NEW YORK — George P. 


Shultz has been almost from 
its beginnings one of the most 
able and respected men in the 
N'ixon adminis trait ion, but it is 
still somewhat surprising to 
see him so clearly designated 
as first among the equals in 
the 
President's 
second-term 


cabinet. 


Traditionally, and by pro- 


tocol, the secretary of state 
h<»s been considered the rank- 
ing member of the cabinet; 
sometimes because of public 
fame or political power or 
personal relations some other 
cabinet officer may, in fact, 
be No. 1 — as Robert F. Ken- 
nedy was in his brother's ad- 
ministration and John B. Con- 
nally may have been hi the 
first Nixon administration. But 
it is highly unusual for any 
cabinet 
o f f i c e r 
to 
be 


deliberately 
elevated by the 


president into a public role 
that gives him clear primacy 
over the other secretaries. 


Sfriultz 
is not 
<»n'ly 
to 
be 


secretary of the Treasury; h? 
is to be "asssistant to the 
President;" and he is also to 
be chairman of the new Coun- 
cil on Econo-rrwc Policy. This 
gives him White House staff 
as well as cabinet status, and 
the council chairmanship gives

over 
its

— primarily 
the

Agriculture and State 'hatf the 
cabinet! not lo motion the

Management and Budget and 
the Cost of Living Council. 


Shultz modestly denied that 


he would be an "economic 
czar" but even he was forced 
to 
concede 
chat 
his 
new 


responsibilities 
w o u l d 
be 


"similar" to those oif Henry 
Kissinger, the assistant to the 
President for national security 
affairs. At first glance, in fact, 
they appear somewhat broader 
because the new Council on 
Economic Policy 
will

matters — wrhich touches just 
fiibout everything.

Samuel Van Pelt has upheld 
the 
constitutionality 
of 
the 


controversial 
Textbook Loan 


Act 
passed 
by the 1971 


Legislature. 


In an order in a suit filed 


by William D. and Mary A. 
Gaffney of Omaha, Judge Van 
Pelt held that the law does 
not violate the N e b r a s k a 
Constitution and that it does 
not violate the establishment 
and free exercise of religion 
clauses of the First Amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitution. 


The 
plaintiffs, 
who a r e 


parents of children in Omaha 
parochial schools, had alleged 
that 
the Omaha 
S c h o o l 


District, on advice of the State 
Attorney General, had refused 
to make textbooks available 
free of charge to parochial 
students pursuant to the 1971 
law, LB659. 


Judge Van Pelt ordered the 


defendants S t a t e Education 
Department, State Board of 


Education and State Education 
Commissioner 
to 
implement 


and fulfill the terms of the law. 


In the order, the court noted 


that the law on first g l a n c e 
"would seem to violate" pro- 
visions 
of 
the 
constitution 


which prohibits public aid to 
sectarian institutions. 


However, he ruled that under 


the "child benefit" rule of a 
1968 U.S. Supreme Court case, 
the plan "would apepar to be 
constitutional." 


In that case, which was 


recognized in the r e c e n t 
Hartington School District case 
in 
the 
Nebraska 
Supreme 


Court, the high court held that 
the law "merely 
m a k e s 


available to all children the 
benefits of a general program 
to lend school books free of 
charge." 


In the Hartington case, the 


Nebraska 
Supreme 
C o u r t 


upheld the constitutionality of 
leasing 
rooms 
in parochial 


schools for public classroom 
use.

Turning Landslide To long Count 


Just four weeks ago today, this country witnessed one 


of the biggest voting mismatches in its history. 


Had it not been for an incident that occurred nearly 


three years ago, this country might have seen another landslide 
victory at the polls that would have topped even the Nixon 
margin over McGover. 


By the time you read this, officials of the Downtown 


Athletic Club in New York City are well into the tack of 
more than 1,200 ballots that have been cast to pick this 
year's Heisman Trophy winner. 


And were it not for that incident in May of 1970 by 


the time you read this those vote counters likely could have 
quit counting for without that incident, Nebraska's Johnny 
Rodgers most certainly would have been listed No 1 by 
the time 700 of the more than 1,200 ballots had been counted 
that no one could have caught him. 


But that one incident not only has turned what might 


have been the greatest landslide in the history of the Heisman 
Trophy into a count that could go down to the final ballot, 
but it quite likely also has cost Rodgers possession of that 
16-pound bronze figure. 


Even those writers, who have voiced the opinion that 


they won't cast their ballots for Rodgers because of his off-the- 
field problems, have pointed out in virtually the same sentence 
that they think he's the best football player in the country. 


AP Poll An Indicator 


A good indication that Rodgers is in trouble as far as 


his chances of plucking off the Heisman Trophy came last 
week with release of the voting for the 'Big Eight Offensive 
Player of The Year by both United Press International and 
The Associated Press. 


United Press International sends out only 20 ballots, ail 


going to writers or broadcasters who cover Big Eight football 
every week. Rodgers was an easy winner. 


The Associated Press, on the other hand, uses a mass 


voting system with anyone using The Associated Press service 
being able to vote, meaning you get disc jockeys, station 
managers and small-town editors, many of whom haven't 
been closer to a football game than their TV sets in years, 
casting ballots. 


Iowa State's George Amundson won this vote over 


Rodgers. 


So how does this relate to the Heisman balloting? Simply 


this: the Heisman balloting, although conducted via the ballots 
being mailed to selected voters, that selection isn't very 
selective. 


For instance, one of the voters in Nebraska probably 


hasn't seen a football game in person in a couple of decades. 
With such a mass vote, you're going to get a lot of voters, 
whose only contact with football is what they read. 


Writers Influence Readers 


You can bet that the sports director of the small radio 


station in Montpelier, Vt., or in Norwalk, Conn., is going 
to be influenced in his decision by what the Eastern sports 
columnists have to say. 


And it's in the East where Rodgers has taken his worst 


beating for that mistake he made in May of 1970. Had it 
not been for that one incident, the rest of his problems 
probably would have gone by without much fanfare. 


This city, this state and this country is full of guys 


with suspended driver's licenses, who are doing a lot more 
driving than was Rodgers when he didn't have one. 


Granted that just because others are doing it, doesn't 


make his doing it right, but had he not had the earlier 
problem, a traffic offense would have been negligible as 
far as what the Eastern press thinks of Johnny R.'s "moral 
character." 


The primary thing we think that should have been considered 


in regards to that May of 1970 incident at the service station 
was that it occurred before Rodgers had fielded his first 
punt while wearing a Husker varsity uniform. 


All of the Rodgers brushes with the law since he began 


wearing a Husker varsity number have been of the traffic 
nature. And on nearly any job application we've seen where 
it asks for an arrest record, there's a notation that reads, 
"other than traffic violations." 


Provincialism Takes Over 


But the cold, hard fact is that Rodgers has been hurt 


in the Heisman race by those off-the-field incidents and because 
of that provincialism, always a factor in any such voting, 
will be more of a factor than ever when the ballots are 
counted today. 


For instance, the Eastern voter, who has decided he 


can't vote for Rodgers because of his conscience, is more 
apt to vote for an Eastern player as a substitute. The East 
has the biggest voting block and that means a sizable vote 
for Penn State quarterback John Hufnagel. 


The Southern vote is apt to be split between Alabama's 


Terry Davis and LSU's Bert Jones and the AP vote mentioned 
earlier would indicate that in the Big Eight are, Amundson 
may be the leader. 


That means the Heisman winner could be determined 


in the Midwest, Rocky Mountains and the Far West voting 
'areas. 


The only contender in the Midwest (Big Ten) is 


Purdue's Otis Armstrong while the Rocky Mountains and 
the Far West have no solid candidate. 


Chances are voters in those three areas made their choice 


from among four Big Eight performers, Rodgers, Rich Glover, 


Amundson and Pruitt. 


Rodgers has not been the subject of attacks from writers 


in those areas to the same degree that he was by the 
Eastern press. 


Rodgers could pick up enough votes in those three sections 


to offset the Eastern and Southern losses. And if those writers 
were looking for a substitute for Rodgers, they may have 
gone for Glover rather than Hufnagel or Jones or Davis. 


At least, it's more exciting than watching Presidential 


elections since there's no Vote Projection Analysis to tell 
us who the winner is with 10 per cent of the ballots counted. 


Sports Menu 
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Answer To Heisman Questions Due Tuesday 


. . . VOTERS' FEELINGS ON OTHER THAN PLAYING QUALIFICATIONS AN ISSUE

New York UP> — College football crowns 


its No. 1 individual player of the 1972 season 
Tuesday with the selection of the Heisman 
Trophy winner and at the same time answers 
a hotly debated question. 


Should a player's private life be taken 


into consideration or should he be chosen 
on performance and value to his team 
alone? 


On the latter gauge, the man rated by 


most observers as most qualified for the 
honor is Johnny Rodgers, the 5-foot-9, 173- 
pound all-purpose ace from the University 
of Nebraska. 


Versatile runner, pass receiver and kick 


return specialist, he has been the wheelhorse 
of a powerful team that won national cham- 
pionships in 1970 and 1971 and finished this 
year with an 8-2-1 record, good enough to 
put the Cornhuskers in the Orange Bowl. 


However, an editorial campaign has been 


launched in some quarters, concentrated in 


the East, against the selection of Rodgers 
because of youthful clashes with the law. 


In 1970, Rodgers and some of his pals 


were charged in a service station robbery 
that netted $90. He was placed on probation. 
On another occasion, he was held on suspicion 
of possessing marijuana, yet no evidence 
was produced and no charge made. Last 
spring he was arrested for running a stop 
sign while driving with a s u s p e n d e d 
license. 


The resulting publicity was damaging, 


but Rodgers immediately set about changing 
his "bad kid" image. He has been active 
in visiting hospitals and schools and helping 
counsel other youngsetsrs. 


"If Rodgers is the outstanding football 


player, he should be picked on his record 
on the football field and nothing else," his 
supporters insist. 


Gene Ward, New York Daily News col- 


umnist who has written that Rodgers should 
not be considered because of his off-field 


record, rationalized Monday: 


"The rule of candidacy for the Heisman 


Award is limited to one word—'outstanding.' 
I take 'outstanding' to encompass actions 
on and off the field ..." 


Rodgers' football record is one of the 


most impressive in the game's history. Dur- 
his t h r e e - y e a r varsity career, he av- 
eraged 13.8 yards every time he's handled 
the ball, not counting pass receptions, and 
it's a mark that no other player in college 
history has matched. 


This year, the season on which the 


Heisman Award must be based, Rodgers ac- 
counted for a total of 2,011 yards in the 
all-purpose category, averaging 182.8 yards 
a game in running from scrimmage, catching 
passes, returning kickoffs and punts. 


He scored 17 touchdowns, eight on passes, 


seven on runs and two on punt returns. 


His seven career touchdowns on kick 


returns tie an all-time collegiate record. 


Rodgers' chief rivals for Heisman honors 


are John Hufagel, a 6-1, 
1 9 4 - p o u n d 


quarterback from Penn State; Greg Pruitt, 
the spearhead of Oklahoma's wishbone of- 
fense; Terry Davis, Alabama quarterback; 
Bert Jones, passing ace of Louisiana State; 
Gary 'Huff of Florida State, the nation's 
leader on total offense; 
Anthony Davis, 


Southern California's super soph, and Rich 
Glover, Nebraska's 234-pound defensive giant 
who has pro scouts drooling.. 


No interior lineman has ever won the 


trophy. Larry Kelley of Yale, an end, won 
in 1936 and Leon Hart, Notre Dame's tower- 
ing end who played both offense and defense, 
won in 1949. 


Quarterbacks are the usual favorite Pat 


Sullivan of Auburn took the trophy last year, 
Jim Plunkett of Stanford the year before, 
and running backs 0. J. Simpson of Southern 
California and Steve Owens of Oklahoma 
in 1968 and 1969, respectively.
